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Health Officer Gets 
Back Pay, High Schcol 
Classes May Be Cut 

Criticism of the town-operated 
Public Health Office and its direc¬ 
tor, Dr. William Eisner, were lev¬ 
eled by council members and inter¬ 
ested residents alike at last Mon¬ 
day’s town council meeting. 

Despite charges of irregular at¬ 
tendance at the clinic and failure to 
carry out provisions of the public 
health ordinance in the charter, the 
council voted to pay Dr. Eisner the 
salary he claimed was due him for 
the last half of 1947. 

(By action of the previous coun¬ 
cil, Dr. Eisner’s salary had been re¬ 
duced from $1755 to $1200 per year. 
Town Manager Charles T. McDon¬ 
ald informed the council on Novem¬ 
ber 15 that Dr. Eisner claimed he 
received no notification of a cut in 
salary, and that he received salary 
at the old rate until the middle of 
the year.) 

Recognizes L^al Qaim 

Council members Betty Harring¬ 
ton and Frank Lastner were out¬ 
spoken in their statements that Dr, 
Eisner had not fully performed the 
duties of his office. However, since 
he had not been notified of any re¬ 
duction in salary, and there was no 
record of salary change in the per¬ 
sonnel file at the town office, they 
joined other council members in 
recognizing his probable legal 
claim and in voting he be paid for 
the balance of 1947 at the old rate. 

Mr.'ScDbnaTTass'sUTed'tlie coun¬ 
cil that he is assuming full respon¬ 
sibility for the public health office 
and will see to it that a physician is 
present at the clinic when he is 
supposed to be there. The pro¬ 
gram is being studied thoroughly, 
he said, and will be improved as 
soon as possible. 

High School Jammed 

Crowded high school conditions 
were brought to the attention of the 
council by Albert J. Schaffer, pres¬ 
ident of the Hgh School Parent- 
Teachers Association. Mr. Schaf¬ 
fer pointed out that the school was 
built to house 500 students; this 
jxar there are 750, and next year 
there wdl be 1000. Rather than 
have the students on a two-shift 
basrs, he urged the council to act 
with other groups in the community 
to urge tthe County Board of Edu¬ 
cation to provide additional space, 
possibly by means of quonset huts. 
By unanimous vote tthe council 
passed the requested resolution.

PHA Requests Bids 
On Church Sites 

Advertisements appeared in 
Washington papers this week an¬ 
nouncing the offer of six tracts of 
land in Greenbelt for sale to be 
used for “semi-public” purposes. 
The six tracts in question have re¬ 
cently been zoned by the Greenbelt 
Town Council for church use only, 
as the result of a controversy be¬ 
tween local church groups and the 
Public Housing Administration 
over the propriety of selling public 
land for religious purposes. 

As the town of Greenbelt was 
laid out with no provision for 
church sites, none of the local faiths 
has a building to house its services 
except the Methodists, who erected 
a small chapel on leased land at 
the end of Woodland Way two 
years ago, and have loaned the use 
of the chapel to other church 
groups for special occasions. Since 
each of the groups is interested in 
building, and the leaders of the sev¬ 
eral faiths are in agreement about 
the sites they find most desirable,, 
only agreement by the government 
to make land available has stood in 
the way of their building plans. 

While the churches, acting on as¬ 
surances that land would be avail¬ 
able, were raising funds for their 
buildings, PHA notified the Com¬ 
munity Church that sale of the 
Greenbelt property (public land) 
outright would not be permitted 
under 1946 law, and that the only 
way to sell it would be by auction 
to the highest bidder. This week’s 
advertisements offer the six tracts 
for public sale, at an average ap¬ 
praisal of $5000 per acre. Bids will 
be received at the Federal office in 
Greenbelt until December 20, with 
a ten per cent deposit required. 
After the bids are made public and 
the highest one is announced, the 
bidders will have 30 days from the 
time of acceptance to pay the cash 
balance. 

The interfaith committee of the 
six local churches discussed the 
PH.A appraisals at a meeting Sat¬ 
urday. Town Manager Charles 
McDonald, a member of the group, 
reports that, while the appraisals 
are considered high, the churches 
nevertheless fully intend to enter 
bids now that they have the op¬ 
portunity.
